“The next morning we got away 
from Eugene and pushed on to 
Portiand, landing just across the 
river at Vancouver, Wash., where 
all planes are obliged to descend 
simply because the metropolis of 
Oregon has been too backward in 
aviation to establish a landing field 
ofitsown. At50 milesan hour we 
motored into Portland for another 
official luncheon, which was made 
memorable by the@presentation of 
bathing suits. The peopie of Port- 
land recommended that we shoukl 
wear these instead of undercloth- 
ing. s0 we would be ready for any 
emergency. We didn’t do that, but 
we did carry them all the way 
around the world, and we put them 
to very good use, as you will see 
later on. 

“Rushing back to Vancouver by 
motor car and losing another hour 
because of the necessity of going 
so far, we jumped into our cruis- 
ers and took off for Seattle. For 
an hour we flew above the Colum- 
bia and its tributaries, looking 
down on great log jams, lumber 
milis, and the forests that I had 
patroled so often in the days when 
we scanned the country for forest 
fires. 

“About 100 miles from Portland 
we ran head on into a heavy rain 
and then encountered a dense fog. 
which forced us down Into @ can- 
yon. Finally we were almost 
among the treetops, groping about 
like owls, so we turned around, 
flew back, and spent the night in 
Portiand.

When Marsh arrived at the exrpedition’s camp his 
parsy Was intact and there was no sicn of warring 
ndiars. His subsequent experience with the natives 
showed him that their bravery as well as their num- 
bers nad been exaggerated in the warnings he re 
feived along the lower ¢ Rucupnaqze. 
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Chief Salisiman spoke understandable English. 
which, he explained, he learned while a gailor on 
coasting vessels that went as far as New York and 

Francisco. With him was his brother, the priest 
ef the tribe. The priest, as Marsh found out later, 
really was the chief, while Salisiman was only acting 
the part because of his knowledge of English. Mov- 
ing to the vicinity of the Cunas’ village, the party 
was soon on friendly terms with them, although the 
(unas Bravos were far more reserved than the tribes 
of the lower Chucunaque. 

Two things were forbidden to the white men: 
Entrance into the main village of the Cunas, lying 
farther up the Sucubti River, and even a glimpse of 
the women of the tribe. So far as Marsh could de- 
termine, no white man had seen a Cunas Bravos 
woman since the time of the Spaniards. The Amer- 
fcan naval party which penetrated the region 50 
years ago came in contact with Indian warriors only. 


The Forbidden Village contained the women of 
the tribe; that was one reason why it was closed to 
the white men, but Marsh soon began to suspect that 
it was the temporary residence of a powerful per- 
gonage. the King of all Darien. 

This ruler holding dominion over the brown chiefs 
was white! Chief Salisiman told Marsh a long tale 
about the white King. Long before Marsh reached 
the Sucubti the white King had predicted that he 
would come. The white King knew all things before 
they happened, when the storms and rains-would oc- 
eur, when sickness would visit the Indians and many 
ether marvelous things. His sway over the Cunas 
was powerful; when Marsh told Chief Salisiman that 
he was going to the Forbidden Village, the chief 
turned pale with fear. 

Eventually the party did pass through the Forbid- 
den Village, but its inhabitants stayed indoors and 
would not be photographed. Cunas women were 


‘geen occasionally, but only when Marsh and his com- 


panions chanced to meet them unexpectedly at their 
daily tasks. 

Before contact with the Cunas Bravos had been 
established, Prof. Baer, the anthropologist of the ex- 
pedition, representing the Smithsonian Institution, 
fell seriously ili. His condition and a shortage of 
food made it imperative that relief be obtained from 
the outside world, and part of the party was sent 
across the mountains to Caledonia Bay on the Carib- 
bean Sea. Food was to be obtained from trading 
ships anchored off the San Blas coast, and arrange- 
ments were to be made to transport Prof. Baer to a 
Canal Zone hospital. 

It was only 28 miles from the camp on the Sucubti 
River to Caledonia Bay, but this distance could be 
covered only by traveling through a tropical jungle, 
ascending a 600-foot pass and making some 
68 major fordings of streams. It is true that 
in one case Marsh made the trip in a day, traveling 
light and aided by Cuna burden bearers. But Prof. 
Baer grew steadily worse, and it was necessary to 
carry him to the coast, a task that required a large 
number of Cuna Indians and necessitated the widen- 
ing of the trail to allow the passage of the impro- 
vised stretcher borne by eight Indians. 

Althéugh a hospital seaplane was summoned from 
the Cana! Zone by wireless, by the saddest irony 
of fate Prof. Baer died just eight minutes before it 
landed in Caledonia Bay. ‘lose to the spot where 
Balboa landed. Prof. Baer was laid to rest, a martyr 
to science. 

Up until Marsh's arrival at Caledonia he had come 
across no White Indians. He had seen unmistakable 
evidences of them in the valley of the Sucubti among 
the Cunas Bravos Indians, including long strands of 
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on the San Blas coast. Prof. John L. Baer, who died dur- 
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yellow hair in crude wooden combs found in some 
the Indian dwellings, and also the Cuna chief 
tales to the effect that all the interior mountain 
country was ruled bya White Indian King. to whom 
the Indians attributed great power and knowledge. 

But whenever the white men asked to see the 
White Indians, the answer was that they had left 
and crossed over the mountains or gone to another 
valley on hearing of the party’s approach. It was 
like chasing will-o’-the-wisps or hunting the pot of 
gold at the end of the rainbow. 

It became quite evident that White Indians 
were protected and warned iS approach by 
the surrounding brown tribes, who had every inten 
tion of preventing them from being seen. Marsh 
soon realized that independent expeditions to find 
them would al! be but wild-goose chases such as he 
had experienced in the past. So Marsh determined to 
Fain access to them through the assistance and con- 
sent of the leading chief or King of the San Blas 
ribes. 

This Indian ruler, known as Ina Paguina. had his 
headquarters on an island in the upper end of the 
Bay of Caledonia, just opposite the old Indian town 
of Sassardi. The King had established a large, new 
town on this coral island about 20 vears ago, after 
a fire in the ancient village on the mainland. 

Accordingly, Marsh took Lieut. Townsend, Charle- 
ton, the motion picture photographer: Oroff and 
Breder and, accompanied by Ubiguina, the local chief 
at Caledonia, made a visit to Ina Paguina in his new 
town, The white men were received in an immense 
house, the largest they had yet seen in Darien. Thev 
were escorted into the main, or ground-floor, hall 
which consisted of a central square about 40 feet 
across, containing crude, home-made chairs and sur- 
rounded by long benches, elevated like seats around 
an old-fashioned prize-fighting arena. 

First, many of the leading men of the tribe en- 
tered, shook hands with them and seated themselves 
onthe surrounding benches, while the master of cere- 
monies offered chairs in the central inclosure to the 
visitors. Soon a short, broad-shouldered, yellow- 
complexioned man of about 40, followed by a group 
of elders, entered and shook hands, then seated him- 
self in the very large chair reserved for him. He
